New Constitution 
For Fifth Republic 
OK'd by 4-1 Margin 


PARIS

Prem ier 
de 
Gaulle has won his fight. Returns 
from the most sweeping referen­ 
dum in French history today gave 
him 
a 
resounding 
personal 
tri­ 
umph and a strong constitution for 
a new Fifth Republic. 
The Fifth Republic will be pro­ 
claimed 
in 
the 
official 
journal 
next Sunday. And France will en­ 
ter into a new, more powerful sys­ 
tem of government so daring that 
many Frenchmen gasped at the 
conception while they voted their 
approval by a landslide Sunday. 
Voters of continental France ap ­ 
proved the new constitution by a 
margin of almost 4-1. 
Complete official tabulations in 
France 
showed 
17.666,828 
“ yes" 
votes 
and 
4.624.475 "no” 
votes 
There was a record turnout of 84 9 
per cent of France’s registered 
voters. 
Counting 
all 
those 
who 
tent to the polls, including some 
who cast blank ballots, the new 
constitution was approved by 78 5 
per cent. 


With one exception—French Gui­ 
nea in West Africa—the overseas 
lands of the erstwhile French e m ­ 
pire also backed the constitution 
to the hilt. This set them up with

stage as a “ French community," 
a 
sort 
of 
global 
confederation. 
with 
commonwealth 
status 
and 
even independence waiting in the 
Wings. 


Even the “ no" vote of independ- 1 
•nee-minded 
Guinea 
made

impression in the general massive 
outpouring of approval that ex ­ 
ceeded even the most optimistic 
estimates. 
The landslide raised the pros­ 
pect that De Gaulle, the 67-year- 
old World W ar ll hero restored to 
leadership in a rightist uprising 
last May, can almost write his 
own ticket to cure the sicknesses 
of this long ailing country’. Chief 
of these is the four-year-old Alge­ 
rian rebellion. 
De Gaulle probably will become 
president, 
with 
powers 
that 
no 
French chief of state has enjoyed 
ainee Em peror Napoleon III was 
overthrown in 1870. 
In the interval, France has d e­ 
liberately 
maintained 
a 
strong 
legislature and a weak executive. 
De 
Gaulle s 
dram atic 
victory 
was the worst electoral black eye 
the Communists have suffered in 
postwar France. The Communists I 
formed the largest bloc campaign­ 
ing against de Gaulle's constitu­ 
tion. They said it would open the 
way to dictatorship. 
Gaullist leaders hailed the re- 
iults as a decisive blow at the

The motion asked the court to 
record denial of a defense request 
to submit evidence. The attorneys 
fay the evidence would prove that 
authorities in charge of the Shep­ 
pard case withheld material evi­ 
dence. And that would have been 
b en eficial to the former osteopath 
at his trial, they added. 
Sheppard is serving a life sen­ 
tence for the second-degree m ur­ 
der of his wife. Marilyn, in their 
Bay Village home west of Cleve­ 
land on July 4, 1954. 
Attorneys said the new motion 
leeks to strengthen an expected 
attem pt to carry Sheppard's ha­ 
beas corpus plea into L S. District 
Court following his failure to ob­ 
tain release in state courts. The 
U S. Supreme Court also turned 
down Sheppard. 
Attorneys said it was necessary 
for Sheppard to exhaust all rem ed­ 
ies ’n state courts before turning 
to lederal courts.

MONTGOMERY, Ala

Jim m y Wilson’s death 
sentence 
for a $1.95 robbery was commuted 
to 
life 
imprisonment today 
by 
Gov. Jam es E. Folsom. 
There was a dram atic clemency 
hearing last Friday which brought 
the 
55-year-old 
illiterate 
Negro 
handy man face to face with the 
governor. 
The governor read a prepared 
statement at a news conference 
today which said: “ After careful 
consideration of the fact and cir­ 
cumstances it is the opinion of 
the governor that the said Jim m y 
Wilson is a fit subject for execu­ 
tive clemency." 
Wilson must *erve 15 years be­ 
fore he is eligible for parole. 
Under Alabama law, the gover­ 
nor had no authority to reduce the 
sentence below life imprisonment. 
The Negro, whose fate has at­ 
tracted 
worldwide 
interest 
and 
brought thousands of protesting 
letters and telegram s to the gov­ 
ernor, wat sentenced to death for 
robbing an elderly white widow 
of $1 95 in coins. 
Under Alabama law, robbery by 
force, or threat of force, regard­ 
less of the amount involved, is 
punishable by the death penalty. 
Wilson had been tried and con­ 
victed by a jury, and twice had 
lost appeals to the state’s highest 
court. 
He had been scheduled to die 
in the electric chair Oct. 24.

Reuther Seeks

us," Reuther said. “ We are con­ 
fident they will see the wisdom 
of all GM workers going back to 
work so we can negotiate in a 
more peaceful climate.”

The unanimous opinion of the 
high tribunal was handed down 
shortly after a plan to lease four 
closed high schools to private or­ 
ganizations was set afoot in Little 
Rock, Ark., where Gov.

Today’s opinion elaborated on 
the court’s Sept. 12 decision that 
desegregation must proceed forth­ 
with at Central High. It went fur­ 
ther and aimed blows at what it 
termed schemes to get around its 
stand that racial segregation in 
schools is unconstitutional. 
The rights of children to be free 
of discrimination in admission to 
schools “ can neither be nullified 
openly and directly by state leg­ 
islators or slate executive or ju ­ 
dicial officers, nor nullified indi­ 
rectly by them through evasive 
schemes for segregation whether 
attempted ingeniously or ingenu­ 
ously,” said the opinion read by 
Chief Justice Warren.

opinion also declared that no state 
official “ can war against the Con­ 
stitution 
without 
violating 
his 
undertaking to support it " 
Racial 
segregation 
in 
schools 
was first outlawed in 1954, and in 
1955 the court declared it must 
be

speed." 
Today it spelled out, to a cer­ 
tain degree, what it means by de­ 
liberate speed 
In effect, it sanc­ 
tioned delay in some cases, pro­ 
vided 
local 
authorities

into effect as early as possible. 
“Of course in many locations,” 
the court said, “ obedience to t h e 
duty of de>egregation would re­ 
quire the immediate general ad­ 
mission of Negro children, other­

“ On the other hand, a District 
Court, after analysis of the rele­ 
vant factors (which, of course, ex­ 
cludes hostility to racial desegre­ 
gation), might conclude that justi­ 
fication existed for not requiring 
the present non segregated adm is­ 
sion of all qualified Negro chil­ 
dren

such circumstances, 
how­ 
ever. the (District) Court should 
scrutinize 
the

that they had developed arrange­ 
ments pmnied toward the earliest 
practicable completion of desegre­ 
gation. and had taken appropriate 
step to put their program into ef­ 
fective operation.” 
The court said the 1955 opinion 
made plain that “delay in any 
guise in order to deny the consti­ 
tutional rights of Negro children 
could not be countenanced. ’ 
Further, the tribunal declared, 
the 1955 opinion made clear that 
only 
a prompt start, diligently 
and earnestly pursued to eliminate 
racial segregation from the puolic 
schools could constitute good faith 
compliance."

A 
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Our High Court Hears What Others Say 


The nationwide controversy 
over 
a 
number of decisions of the U. S. Supreme 
Court during recent years may seem 
complex and legalistic to most people, 
but the fundamental point at issue can be 
stated simply. 
That big issue is this: Has this nation’s 
highest court gone an undue distance be­ 
yond its proper role as a judicial body 
and, in effect, made itself a legislative 
body-and has it created law instead of 
confining itself to interpreting law? 
Some criticism directed toward this 
court is, generally speaking, not the type 
to be brushed aside easily. A majority of 
the chief justices of supreme courts of 
the states believe that the answer to the 
big question at issue, is an affirmative 
one. 
Recently these state supreme court 
justices met in conference and a 10-mem­ 
ber committee prepared a report on the 
U. S. Supreme Court which was subse­ 
quently approved by the chief justices of 
36 of the states. 
The report was phrased in restrained 
and thoughtful language. It observed that 
the outstanding development in federal- 
state relations since the adoption of the 
U. S. Constitution, has been the expan­ 
sion of federal power at the expense of 
state powers. Second only to this in im­ 
portance the report alleges, has been the 
development of the immense power of 
the U. S. Supreme Court in both nation­ 
al and state affairs. 
The nation’s highest court, the report 
stated, “is not merely the final arbiter of 
the law; it is the maker of policy in many 
major social and economic fields. It is 
not subject to the restraints to which a 
legislative body is subject.” 
The report recognizes that there are 
points at which it is difficult to delineate 
a line separating the judicial function 
from policy-making. It goes on however 
to explain: “But if and when a court in 
construing and applying a constitutional 
provision or a statute becomes a policy 
maker, it may leave construction behind 


and exercise functions which are essen­ 
tially legislative in character . . . It is 
here that we feel the greatest concern, 
and it is here that we think the greatest 
restraint is called for. There is nothing 
new in 
urging judicial 
self-restraint, 
though there may be, and we think there 
is, new need to urge it.” 
Apparently these state chief justices 
are seeking to express a fear that feder­ 
al power may advance to the virtual ex­ 
tinction of state power. 
To quote the report again, “We believe 
that strong state and local governments 
are essential to the effective functioning 
of the American system of federal gov­ 
ernment; that they should not be sacri­ 
ficed needlessly to leveling and some­ 
times deadening, uniformity . . . we think 
that the overall tendency of decisions of 
the Supreme Court over the last 25 years 
or more has been to press the extension 
of federal power and to press it rapidly 
. . . we believe . . . the Supreme Court 
too often has tended to adopt the role of 
policymaker without proper judicial res­ 
traint.’’ 
This report which has been receiving 
nationwide reprinting and comment, im­ 
plements the views it expresses in detail 
and discusses a number of Supreme Court 
decisions in various areas, including la­ 
bor relations. It finds that “At times the 
Supreme Court manifests, or seems to 
manifest, an impatience with the slow 
workings of our federal system. That im­ 
patience may extend to an unwillingness 
to wait for Congress to make clear its 
intention to exercise the power confer­ 
red upon it under the Constitution. . .” 
The 36 state chief justices further stat­ 
ed their view that it is incumbent for the 
highest court “to be as sure as is human­ 
ly possible that it is adhering to the fun­ 
damentals of the Constitution with regard 
to the distribution of power and the sep­ 
aration of powers, and with regard to the 
limitations of judicial power which are 
implicit in such separation and distribu­ 
tion, and that it is not merely giving ef­ 
fect to what it may deem desirable.”

“This is not freedom. This is a 
new kind of rolonization for the 
Egyptian people. 
“ Legally, we arc not permitted 
to discuss the revolution, nor to 
criticize the constitution. The re­ 
porters asked if they could quote

I told them they could.”

The vote throughout metropoli-1 
tan France and her overseas de­ 
partments Sunday has written fi- j 
nis to the Fourth Republic. As the 
French would say, long live the 
Fifth Republic! 
The conception was the work of 
a master politician, and the new 
constitution is a most remarkable 
document. Gen. de Gaulle has 
achieved the astonishing feat of 
satisfying 
almost 
everybody 
in 
France—except the Communists. ■ 
The constitution now offers the 
country a chance to rescue itself 
from the hopeless mess cngend- 
dered by the dogged political in­ 
dividualism 
o^ 
t h e 
average 
Frenchman. One wonders whether 
even the French will find a way 
of wrecking the chance. 
There is a touch of grandeur in 
the bold sweep of this document, I 
which will stand as an immense j 
tribute to the sagacity and politi- ; 
cal daring of Prem ier 
Gaulle I 
himself. He has given France a 
real chance of putting an end to 
the Chronic instability which has 
brought an average of almost two 
governments a year in the 14 
years since the country was lib­ 
erated from the Nazis. 
De Gaulle has been able to over­ 
come the gnawing French fear of 
the political strongman, and the 
country now is headed for a strong 
central government. He has given 
France a chance, too, to overcome 
the unhealthy effects of splinter 
party activities. At last there will ! 
be a check on the Assembly’s vio- ! 
lent politics. The splinter groups j 
no longer will be so easily able to 
wield a balance of power and thus 
exercise so large a measure of 
control over national policies. 
The Natiorial Assembly will be 
elected by universal national suf­ 
frage The Senate will be chosen 
by indirect vote. But the key to j 
the future is in the executive. 
j 
The new basic law provides for 
election of the President by an 
electoral college made up of about 
80.000 persons. These are the elect- j 
cd members of Parliament and 
the elected municipal councillors 
and mayors in some 38,000 com- ‘ 
triunes. Some of the communes are 
tiny villages from which only the 
mayor will vote. In others, the 
mayor and a number of council­ 
lors will be in the college. 
The vote for President thus pro­ 
vides representation for the whole 
country. But the vote will be heav- I 
ily weighted to the conservative 
side among the local councillors.! 
The result thus indicates a strong- 
ly conservative chief executive, 
vested 
with 
important 
powers. I 
The hand of the master politician 
is evident in this. 


France’s leftists and even cen­ 
trists who longed for a govern­ 
ment with sufficient staying pow­ 
er to carry out long-term policies 
can see their answer in the new 
constitution. But the conservatives 
and even the extreme right can 
hope they will have more repre­ 
sentation in the government than 
the popular vote alone would pro 
vide. 
According to the division of the 
National Assembly, the President 
will select the Prem ier. But the 
President will preside over meet­ 
ings of the Cabinet, and he will 
have the power to dismiss the 
Prem ier. In addition, there will 
be limitations on motions of cen­ 
sure, even when such votes suc­ 
ceed in discrediting a premier, the 
President will represent the con­ 
tinuity of the government. 
De Gaulle’s political daring also 
was evident in his challenge to 
the overseas territories. In the 
teeth of rising nationalist agita­ 
tion all over the colonial and for­ 
mer colonial world, the territories 
were told the constitutional refer­ 
endum would decide whether they 
would secede from the French Un­ 
ion or seek their future in partner­ 
ship with metropolitan France 
There will be many trials and 
challenges ahead for this new con­ 
stitution. But the rest of the world 
will be watching with deep inter­ 
est the birth of the Fifth Republic 
to judge whether at last France 


has come determinedly to grips 
I with the basic political problems 
which have been robbing her of • 
; her rightful stature among the 
world’s great nations.

The Young Men s Christian Assn., 
one of the oldest and most respect­ 
ed service organizations in o u r 
country or in the world, is the 
only new- member of the Fayette 
County Community Chest this year 


It seems strange to refer to the 
Young Men s Christian Assn., bet­ 
ter referred to as the YMCA, as a 
new- organization, as I have been 
affiliated v ith this program in one 
way or another fcr many years. 
In t h i s brief a r t i c l e , I w i l l 
attempt to answer but two ques­ 
tions concerning the YMCA, though 
it w’ould be possible to go on writ­ 
ing at great length on this subject. 


First, I will try to tell you what 


the A’MCA, is, nationally a n d 
worldwide. And secondly, I will 
attempt to tell you what it does 
mean, and what it can mean, to 
Fayette County. 


It is impossible in one sentence 
to tell just what the YM CA is, for 
it is many things to many different 
people. The official symbol of the 
YM CA is three super-i rn p o s e d 
triangles, inscribed with the three 
words, “ mind, spirit, and body.” 
Virtually every city in t h e s e 
United States has an active ” Y ” , 
promoting, through trained leader­ 
ship, whatever programs are need­ 
ed in its particular locality.

FOR T H E YM CA has no one 
program to offer, rather it has 
over a hundred separate programs, 
and is constantly tailoring more to 
fit the needs of the day and the 
community. Whatever the need of 
a particular community, whether it 
be for boys, girls, or adults, the 
*‘Y ’ has a program. 


Tor example physical fitness is 


stressed for all, and many pro­ 
grams covering all forms of sen- 
sih’e physical activity are avail­ 
able. 


The Hi Y for boys and the Tri- 
Hi Y for girls are YMCA clubs for 
high school youth that provide the 
stimulation 
that 
comes 
from 
a 
sense of being a part and sharing 
a common purpose of a national 
fellowship. The (ira Y is a similar 
club program, but for boys in the 
9 to 12 age group. And of course, 
Cra-Dale is the adult version of 
these group ventures There is an 
Indian Guide program, in w h 1 ch 
father and son alike share the ex­ 
periences of the out-of-doors, and 
there is the summer camping pro­ 
gram, 
giving 
the opportunity to 
boys of going to well organizied, 
wholesome camps with t r a i n cd 
leadership.

T H E R E A R E ADULT education­

In addition to these informal ed­ 
ucational programs, the “ Y ” act­ 
ually operates several colleges a 


cross the country, one of them be­ 


ing Franklin University in Colum­ 
bus. 


Overseas, the “ Y ” operates Boys 
Towns in Korea and India, pro­ 
vides the only education available 
to the many destitute refugees in 
Jordan, and promotes boys clubs, 
educational opportunities, c a nips, 
and other youth activities in all of 
the critical areas of the world 


In YMCAs everywhere, youth of 
every color, creed, and c u l t ure 
work together for world f r e edom, 
peace, and human welfare. 
♦

H E R E in Fayette 
County, 
the 
YMCA will attempt to satisfy what 
ever needs it can, just as it has 
done over the years elsewhere. 
The Hi-Y program and the Gra- 
dale program are already in oper 
ation in the County, but thi is just 
a beginning. At the present time, 
a comprehensive survey is being 
I taken by Fayette Countians to de- 
; termine just what the needs of this 
area are, and what facilities are 
available. 
Upon completion of this survey, 
which should be very soon, pro­ 
grams will be instituted as quickly 
as possible. 


Some of the programs briefly 


mentioned above may be select­ 
ed, but if not, there are many 
many more from which we can 
choose. And there is no limit to 
how far the “ Y ” can go in ful­ 
filling the needs of this or any 
community. 


In closing, let me remind those 
who haven’t guessed from what has 
been said, the YM CA is not a build­ 
ing, and doesn't need a building. 
The “ Y ” will use the plentiful fa­ 
cilities already in existence, and it 
will use them in a continuing en­ 
deavor in building Christian per­ 
sonality and a more Christian so­ 
ciety.
